Hanlon's 
"Farfftsma" drew a fine 
audience at the Temple laßt night. 


"rantasma" is a brilliant symphony 
of colors, with a number of distinct 
minor movements, or perhaps it had 
better be styled a fantasie with varia- 
tions.

The latter brings down a 
cyclone upon the village from which the 
lovers were expelled and a scene of 
wreck and ruin ensues, houses beini? 
blown to pieces and the air filled with 
flying debris. The lovers are next found 
in a mysterious den in the forest, in 
which mauy strange doings take place. 
ZamalieVs imps—among them the agile 
Phoites—have a wonderful faculty of 
springing from the earth, disappearing 
in the clouds and vanishing in the 
rocks, which astociahes the spectator, 
who is bewildered by the constant sur- 
prises which greet his eyes.

HOME RÜLE. 


An Enthnslastl« Meeting of Irighmen 
Held at DobUn at Which Ex-Lord 
May^r SolliTan Presided. 


DUBIIIN, Feb. 3 . — A home rale meet- 
ing was held here last evening and Lein- 
ster hall was aipeedily filled to its utmost 
capacity. 
Ex-Lord Mayor Sullivan pre- 
sided, and Davitt, Bedmond, Healey, 
Plimioll, and a large numbor oi Parnell- 
ite commoners were on the platform. 
The audience rose en TOasse to greet 
Lord Bipon and Moreley. 
Sullivan 
opened the meeting with a short address 
after which Lord Bipon addressed the 
meeting. 


He wished to be perfectly honest and 
must, therefore, remind them he had 
belonged to the government that voted 
for coercion for Ireland, but he had 
come to see if there was no hope in such 
measures. 
He thanked God, however, 
he never supported a permanent coer- 
cion bill. Ireland had now a great party 
in England on her side, and the time 
was near at hand when her hopes would 
be crowned with ancoess. He, therefore, 
appealed to them not to allow violence 
to goad them to crime, which would 
be the foulest treason to the Irish 
cause. The opponents of home rule had 
searched the records of the past and 
dragged up every possible crime to dis- 
honor Ireland. 
They made sweeping 
charges and had uttered foul calumnies 
that could only emenate from a lossing 
side 


The practical answer to these men was 
for the Irish people to keep their temper 
and wrest from the hands of their foes 
the sharpest weapons they possessed, 
by showing peace and tranquility in the 
land. 
He wished to assure the English 
and Scotch protestants that there was 
not the slightest reason to fear the 
Catholic majority would Interfere with 
the just interests of the Irish protestants, 
because if there should be any unjust 
interference, those who had given home 
rule would take it away again. 


Morley met with a warm welcome. 
He said the reception given them was a 
fitting sequel to the extraordinary de 
monstration of yesterday. 
The home 
rule question was rapidly approaching a 
crisis. 
The only fear was they might 
forget it was one of their own country- 
men who started the movement, and 
that Irishmen in the main would have 
to carry it through. 
He agreed with 
Lord Bipon that there was no danger of 
religious persecution. 


Both speakers briefly addressed over- 
flowing meetings outside and were en- 
thupiasticallv applauded. 


LONDON, Feb. 3.—The trial of Thomas 
Callan and Michael Harkins, charged 
with being connected with a dynamite 
conspiracy, was brought to a close to- 
day. 
They were found guilty and both 
sentenced to fifteen years penal servi- 
tude.

Sensational Story of a 
Remarkable 
Bond of Sympathy Between

TIFFIN, Feb. 3.—A remarkable and 
very strange illustrati6n of the myster- 
ious bond of union and sympathy which 
exists between twins has been brought 
to light here within the past few days. 
Charles Foncannon, aged 25 years, got 
his arm in the planer at the churn fac- 
tory, and it was ground to pulp to the 
elbow. 
At the exact time that it hap- 
pened, 2:45 p. m., his twin sister, living 
over a mile away, suddenly cried out in 
great agony, saying that there was a 
fearful pain in her arm. 


She suflered so in a few moments that 
a physician was called and soon after he 
arrived, three other physicians arrived, 
bringing her brother, whose arm they 
proceeded to amputate at once. 
When 
the sister had first been taken with the 
pain, she cried out, "Oh, Oharlie is 
hurt," 
While the arm of the brother 
wf s being amputate J, the sister, who 
was kept in another part of the house, 
and did not know what was going on, 
Buflered terriblv, and screamed with 
agony. 
It was necessary to give her an 
injection .of morphine in the arm to 
quiet her. 


Since then, when the brother is nn 
usually restless, or suffers much, the 
sister suffers in a similar degree, J and it 
is feared that her arm may have to be 
amputated. 
By inquiry we learned that 
two years ago, while away from home, 
the brother had his nose broken, and at 
the same time of the day the sister com- 
plained of a severe pain in her uose, and 
within an hour her n(»e had swollen so 
alarminsly that a physician was called. 
Every fact in the case is known to be 
trae and is puzzling the physicians 
greatly.

TARIFF REFORM. 


Ben Batterworth's Speech at a Ban- 
quet Provokes Diseastlon on 
the Sabjeot. 


BAIITIMOBIÎ, Feb. 3.—The annual ban- 
quet of the Merchants' Manufacturing 
association last night was attended by 
over 200. Among the guests were Sena- 
tors Butler, of South Carolinia; Oray, of 
Delaware; Vance, of North Carolina; 
Daniel, of Virginia; Wilson, of Mary- 
land; comptroller of treasury, W. L. 
Trenholm. assistant secretary of trees- 
ury, Hugh S. Thompaon; besides a num- 
ber of members of oongresE. 


Senator John W. Daniel reâponded to 
the toast "Our Country." 
Assistant 
Secretary of Treasury 
Thompson to 
"Our Trade with South Carolina." Hon. 
Ben Butterworth sounded the key note 
of the succeeding speeches when he re- 
sponded to the toast, ''Commercial Un- 
ion with Canada." He said: 


Our productive interests have pros- 
pered beyc nd comparison, yet we have 
tariff reformers who are free traders in 
theory only. 
We manufacture only to 
sell and our purpose is to find a market 
in which to sell. 
He advocated free 
trade with Canada, but claimed that 
protection has made America the great- 
est manufacturing country in the world. 
He claimed that the purpose of protec- 
tion was to equalize and place American 
manufacturers on an equal' footing with 
those across the water and not shut 
them out of the market. 
He charged 
that while republicans favored free trade 
with Canada, democrats were afraid to 
openly declare their sentiments. 
The 
tariff he admitted needs revision, but 
urged it to be revised by its friends, not 
by its enimies. 
The growing industries 
of the south will soon be claming pro- 
tection, he said, and to fight their claims 
would be to fight against Qod and geo- 
graphy. 


Comptroller of Treasury Trenholm, 
Senator Gray, Hon. Hamuel Dibble, 
Hon. Z. B. Vance, Hon. W. C. P. 
Breckinridge and Hon. Chas, E. Hooker 
all forsook the text of the toasts to which 
they responded to attack Mr. Butter- 
worth's arguments, and the speech of 
Senator Vance was particularly pertinent. 
]ile said : 


" There will always be people who en- 
deavor to secure thé enactment of laws 
that will give them legal advantage of 
their neighbors. 
It seems that we have 
never learned that all attempts to impose 
a hindrane« on others is nefarious, as we 
have among us many advocates of the 
scheme to enrich a tew to the impoverish- 
ment of many by means of protective 
tariff. 
BLOWN TO^ PIECES! 


A Powder Mill Blown Up Near Cleve- 
land, 0., and Reuben Wright 
Instantly Killed. 


SENT ÜP. 


Coy and Berfcamer Get a Tear and 
-Elghteea Months With Vary- 
ing Fines. 


CLEVELAND, Feb. 3.—The blasting 
corning mill of the Austin powder com- 
pany's plant in Newburgh township, 
near this city, was blown to pieces about 
7 o'clock this morning. 
The machinery 
had jnst been started by Reuben Wright 
when the explosion occurred. 
Wright 
was instantly killed. 
A large hole in 
the ground marks the former site of the 
mill, but of the building and contents 
not a vestige remains. 


The mill was isolated from the re 
mainder of the plant and this accounts 
for the small loss of life. The com- 
pany's loss 
is 
estimated at $5,000. 
About 600 pounds of powder was in the 
mill at the time. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Feb. 3 —-An ex- 
plosion occurred in the works of the 
American Paint and Oil company, about 
9 o'clock this morning, and in a moment 
the building was enveloped in flames. 
The workmen jumped through the win- 
dows, from which the sashes had been 
blown, to save their lives, and the pro- 
prietors, E..Cohen and F. G. McDowell, 
had only time to escape from the oihce 
with their lives. 


Policeman Will Harrison saw smoke 
in the building and had just opened the 
door to investigate when an explosion 
took place. 
Harrison was thrown across 
the street. 
He was severely burned 
about the face and hands and may lose 
his eyes. 
Loss on machinery and stock 
$15,0CD, insurned for $2,500. 
Building 
insured for $5,000.

Sullivan's 
friend, Barnard, met Jem Smith and 
Fleming, the latters manager, in Fleet 
street to-day, but was unable to arrange 
a match between Sullivan and Smith.

and asked the witness to go ahead with 
the work as he was an expert penman.

Andeat Ejçyptian Commem. 


We see through the haze ef time a 
MtioB apart and exclusive, its civiliza- 
tion arrested and passive for years, 
emerging at length into fellowship with 
the outer world, chiefly through the 
persistence of Phœnician and Greek 
merchants, and much in the same man- 
ner as the peculiar nations of China 
and Japan are, in our own da-y, gradu- 
ally 
being opened to western com- 
meree. 
There is reason to believe that 
Egypt was a settled nation long before 
the fountlation of Nineveh and Baby- 
lon, and that these derived their civili- 
zation from Egypt ; but Egypt did not 
enter into free intercourse with the rest 
of the world 
till aft^r the time of 
Alexandria. 
Two sea boundaries gave 
it an extensive line of coast 
It is 
united to Asia by the Isthmus of Suez, 
and lies open to the interior of Africa, 
the Nile forming a grand channel of 
communication with the South. The 
country, as now, was flooded three 
months in every year by the overflow 
of its river, and was likewise artificiallv 
irrigated by a network of canals, as 
well as from Lake Moeris, constructed 
by the king whose name it bears aa a 
reservoir for the superabundant waters 
at the time of the inundation. 
Inland 
boats and barges, made of boards and 
papyrus, were in general use on.the 
Nile and on the canals as the common 
means of communication between the 
towns. 
A sailor caste is spoken of, 
and boats occupied a conspicuous place 
in the religious festivals. 
Later in his- 
tory Egypt OAvned a fleet of four hun- 
dred vessels, used in the coasting trade, 
and even venturing as far as India. 
The wood, copper, and iron necessary 
for their construction were obtained 
from the Phœnicians. 
The Egyptians 
reached, perhaps, tho highest develop- 
ment possible to a peo})le excluding 
themselves from association with all 
others. 
Their system of castes con- 
fined trades and professions to certain 
families, 
and 
made 
productive 
skill in the various arts and handi- 
crafts descend as an heirloom from 
parent to child. 
Resulting from this 
practice, a superior d(^gree of excel- 
lence ATOS manifested in their works oi 
metal and wood. 
Th;'ir harps excelled 
those-of modern malee in beauty of 
form and their chairs and cou^^hes were 
oi chaste designs. 
Even in wicker- 
work they showed artistic skill. For 
many purposes of art aud utility they 
used a compound metal of a green 
color, the method of alloying which is 
now lost. 
Their cutlorv and weapon? 
of war were also made of a compound 
metal, a kind of brass bronze. Ele- 
gance was specially aimed at in their 
pottery; the evaînnles now in our mu- 
seums are made of fine clay, and are 
very beautiful. Exc dlent cotton cloths 
and muslins, together with woolen fab- 
rics and embroidered work -or tapestry, 
were among the ])roduets of their in- 
dustry. 
Buying and selHng fell to th<» 
lot of the women. 
Household duties 
were attended to by the men. In ao- 
cordaace with tliis custom it was thf 
daughter, not the son, on whom de- 
I volved the duty of supporting a help- 
less parent. The laws promoted self- 
dej->endence. 
Securities for loans were 
contrived, usury was l'orl)iíMen, and the 
rights of creditors wore limited to the 
property of their debtors. 
They were 
a grave and tinsociable people, of 
quiet, tem]>erate habits, and submissive 


under control.

Philosophy in it^ wisest expressions 
does little to sí¡ai>o the conduct of 
masses of men.

the unruly and religion attempt a revo- 
lution of minil and chai a der.

not do, as the world is c(nistituted, to 
relax in conception oi' the force and 
necessity of law. and those who fancy

students of hunnm nature.

Every one knows that stooping for- 
ward, particularly after rising quicklv 
from the bed in the morning, when the 
stomach is empty and the heart has le.ss 
than ordinary support from the viscera, 
below the diaphragm, is very apt to oc- 
casion a form of faintneas, with vertigo, 
not unlike that which occurs in sea- 
sickness. 
We do not^at the moment 
speak of the faintness and giddiness 
from cerebral anaemia, which are di- 
rectly consequent, upon suddenly as- 
Burning the orect after long continuing 
in the recumbent posture, but of the 
more alarming .sensation of being in the 
center of objects which are rapidly 
passing away, usually from left lo 
right, with loss of power to stand <»r 
even sit, and an almost nightmare feel- 
ing of inability to call for help to d 
anything to avert the «atastrophe, while 
throughout the experience the sufferer 
retains painfully acute consciousness. 


This, we say, is familiar as one, at 
least, of the effects not uncommon! 
produced by stooping forward under the 
special 
conditions 
indicated. 
With 
many other varieties of the vertigo con 
sequent upon heart weakness or cere- 
bral ansemia, observation or experience 
has made us all acquainted. 
We can 
not, however, help thinking that the 
consequences of even partial compres 
sion of veins of the neck, offering an 
obstacle to the return of blood from 
the head, with its important organ 
are not so well recognized. 
The pecu- 
liar, form—or, more accarately, 
th 
several forms—of headache distinctly 
caused in this way when the head is 
long bowed forward on the chest, bend- 
ing the neck on itself, cannot fail to oc- 
cur to every one; nor will the hig)! 
tension of 'the eyeball, the turgid and 
heavy eyelids, the snuiiing nose, the 
deafness, with bitzzing or throbbing in 
the ears, the heavy breathing, and the 
puffed and perharps flushed or darkened 
color of the face, resulting from the 
obstructed venous circulation through 
the bended neck, be forgotten. 


There are other aud more perilous, 
though secondary, effects of leaning 
forward, when the heart is weak or the 
blood-vessels are not so strong as they 
ought to bo, which should not be over- 
looked. 
Be^^ond question the extra 
strain thrown ui)on the apparatus of 
the circulation by anything that impedes 
the free passage of the blood througli 
almost any part cf the venous system is 
more severe and dangerous than 
physically equal strain thrown on the 
arteries 
At least this is so in adult 
life, and, without going further into 
details in connection with the modus 
operandi of the mischief to which we 
point, it may be permissible to urge 
that the subject is one to which atten- 
tion may be usefully directed. 


The weakly and those who are no! 
unlikely to have hearts readily over 
burdened and i^lood-vessels stretched 
beyond recovery, or even ruptured, 
should be warned quite as earnestly 
against suddenly assuming, or too long 
retaining, any postures which do—how 
ever slightly and 
partially—impede 
the return of blood through the veina 
We know how prolongred sitting may 
cause the veins of the legs to distend 
and either give way or permit the ex- 
travasation of their contents. 
When 
this sort of thing happens, even though 
in trifling degree, in the case of vessels 
directly connected with such delicate 
organs as the eye, the ear, and the 
brain, it is easy to see that the results 
may be very serious in their character; 
and probably few pcj^tures commonly 
taken up by persons who lead some- 
what sedentary lives are so prone to do 
mischief unnoticed as that of leaning 
forward as at work at a table which is 
not sufficiently high to insure the head 
being BO raised that the veins of the 
neck may not be in any way compressed 
or the return of l)lood from the head 
embarrassfed or delayed. 
We see rea- 
son to believe that if this apparently 
small matter were generally understood 
Jthere would be fewer head and heart 
troubles, and we will go so far as to 
say that some lives now lost would b6 
SAVorl

CABEEB OF «A^BATAI 8ETI. 


aiatoiy ot th* False Mesuah of the Jews of 
Asia Minor. 


[Lon^an's Nfagazln«. 


' Sabbatai Sevi was a Smyrniote Jew, 
born in 1625, and the sou of a broker in 
that city; he was a clever youth and so 
well versed in the Cabala and other 
Jewish books that at the age of 18 he 
was made a rabbi. Doubtless some ac- 
x>unts of the hfth-monarchy men, and 
the then much-accredited report that 
the Messiah w is to rea]>pear in 16i>6, 
reached Smyrna, and worked upon his 
imagination so much that he decided to 
make himself out to be that Messiah, 
and to assist his object he secretly 
tiansed reports to be promulgated to 
the effect that a prophet would shortly 
appear who woui I rob the Sultan of his 
crown and restore again the kingdom of 
IsraeL 
When he thought that the right 
time had come, to thr^ dismay of the 
Smyrniote rabbis he pronounced the 
name "Jehovah" aloud in open conclave, 
for which offense he was summoned be- 
fore a tribunal and condemned to die, 
but doubtless he had been prepared for 
this and had arrangements made for his 
escape from Smyrna, and, with the one 
object in view, he went as a pilgrim to 
Egypt and Jerusalem, where he chose 
as his Elijah one Nathan Benjamin, a 
man of ascetic life, who professed to see 
visions. 
Before returning to Smyrna 
he sent his attendant Natfian before 
him to prepare the way, and in the ca- 
pacity of a second St. John the Baptist 
to announce that he was coming to de- 
liver men from the oppression of the 
Turks and to lead back the Jews to 
Palestine. 
Nathan did his work well, 
witing a circular letter atldressed to 
the "Remnant of the Israelites, peace 
wthout end," the result being that in- 
tense and mad excitement seized upon 
the Jews of that place. 
They nearly 
killed themselves with penances; they 
administered to one another thirty-nine 
lashes and tortures of all kinds; and an 
influential Jew, Pennia byname, whose 
daughter prophesied and wrought mir- 
acles assisted Nathan in his work of 
preparation. 


In due time Sabbatai Sevi landed at 
Smyrna, styling himself the "king of 
kings," and so carried away were the 
people with his adroit eloquence that 
throne was set up for him in the syna- 
gogue and from Smyrna prophets were 
sent all over tho Turkish dominions to 
all the Jewish colonies to preach that 
"the true Messiah of the race of David 
was come, aud that to him the crown 
and the kingdom was given." 
At this 
juncture Sevi ventured to elect from 
among his trustf^d followers twelve 
princes, who were to act as generals to 
the twelve tribes on their journey back 
to their country, and, as we know from 
English records, the report reached 
even as far as to our shores, and that 
there was some talk of sending English 
ships to assist in the transport, and even 
the skeptic S]>in >za, froui all he heard, 
was at one tim-j inclined to waver in his 
disbelief. 
The scenes of frenzied ex- 
citement in Smyrna were intense; busi- 
ness was entirely suspended and gave 
place to eager, fanatical worship of Sevi; 
presents poured into him from all parts, 
until at length the Sultun was roused to 
action and summoned him to Adriano 
pie. 
The story of Sevi's interview with 
the Sultan is well-known, and how "the 
holy, noble, and divine Messiah" was 
ordered by that ])otentate to choose be- 
tween three-things—either to work i 
miracle and thereby prove his identity 
or to have three poisoned arrows shoi 
at him by the Sultan himself, or to be 
come a Mohammedan. "I am a followei 
of Mohammed," replied Sevi to the 
test, and, turning to his followers, who 
were dismayed beyond measure at the 
collapse of tiieir hero, he added, 
"and 
he was numbered among the transgress 
o r s . " 


Mammoth Turtles and Their Eggs. 
Every few days there are great green 
turtles landed at the wharf that have 
been taken in the Gulf of Mexico, and 
are soon put in a conspicuous place in 
the market, but there are few women 
who know they are still alive, as they 
lie perfectly motionless for hours at a 
time. 
Turtles often live a month after 
being caught without food or water, 
and do not appear to lose flesh or de 
teriorate in flavor from their long fast; 
Turtle-iishera have several methods oi 
catching them, the most successful ol 
•which is to watch the female when she 
comes ashore to deposit her eggs, when 
by simply turning them over on their 
backs in the sand they are rendered 
helpless. 
The mother turtle exhibits a 
great deal of cunning in concealing the 
exact locality in which the eggs are left, 
and will back around in several direc- 
tions, seeming to know by intuition 
that her unwieldy body makes deep 
tracks by which she can be easily fol- 
lowed. 
After the eggs are laid she re- 
peats the same cautions manenvers, and 
the ground for quite a distance around 
the eggs is a mass of deep tracks. Tur- 
tle eggs are a delicacy for soup supe- 
rior to the flesh itself, and they are 
eagerly sought. 
They are enveloped 
in a square-shaped sack, of a motley 
gray color, which gives the eggs the ap- 
pearance of a lump of mud rather than 
anything edible. 
When a turtle if 
killed it is struck on the head and 
stunned, after which the throat is cut 
and the carcass hung up and allowed 
to bleed five or six hours. 
Then the 
shell is removed from the back, the 
entrails cleaned, and the feet and curi- 
ousi front fins are used in connection 
with the flesh for soup. 
An ordinary 
turtle Aveitrhs from seventy-five to one 
hundred pounds, and iis meat will keep 
fresh for several days.—San 
Francisco 
Examiner.

We see through tho haze ef time a 


nation apart and exclusive, its civiliza- 
tion arrested and passive for yean, 
emerging at length into fellowship with 
'Ae outer world, chiefly throngh th* 
persistence of Phroniciau and Greek 
merchants, and much in the same man- 
ner as the peculiar nations of China 
and Japan are, in our own diy, gradu- 
ally 
being opened to western com- 


merce. There is reaeon to believe that 
Egypt was a settled nation long before 
the foundation of Nineveh and Baby- 
lon, and that these derived their civili- 
zation from Egypt; but Egypt did not 
enter into free intercourse with the rest 
of the world till aftor the time of 
Alexandria. Two sea boundaries gave 
it an extensive line of coast 
It is 


united to Asia by the Isthmus of Suez, 
and lies open to the interior of Africa, 
the Nile forming a grand channel of 
communication with the South. Tho 
country, as now, was flooded three 
months in every year by the overflow 
of its river, and was likewise artificially 
irrigated by a network of canals, as 
well as from Lake Moeris/ constructed 
by the king whose name it bears as a 
reservoir for the superabundant waters 
at the time of the inundation.

parent to child. Resulting from this 
practice, a superior degree of excel 
lenoe was manifested hi their works oi 
metal and wood. Their harps excelled 
those -of modern make in beauty of 
form and their chairs and conches were 
of chaste designs. Even in wicker- 
work they showed artistic skai. For 
many purposes of art and utility they 
used a compound metal of a green 
color, the methpd of alloying which k 
now lost Their rntlery and. weapon. 
of war were also made of a compound 
metal, a kind of brass bronze.

Every one knows that stooping for- 


ward, particularly after rising quickly 
from the bed in the morning, when the 
stomach is empty and the heart has lens 
than ordinary support from the viscera 
below the diaphragm, is very apt to ou< 
casioii a form of faiutness, with vertigo, 
not unlike that which occurs in sea- 
sickness. We do not*at the moment 
speak of 'the faintness and giddiness 
from cerebral anaemia, which are di- 
rectly consequent, upon suddenly as- 
suming the oreet after long continuing 
in the recumbent posture, bnt of the 
more alarming sensation of l>eing in the 
center of objects which are rapidly 
passing away, usually from left to 
right, with loss of power to stand or 
even sit, and an almost nightmare feel- 
ing of inability to call for help to do 
anything to avert the «t*strophe, while 
throughout the experience the sufferer 
retains painfully acute consciousness. 


This, we say, is familiar as one, al 
least, of the effects not uncommon!;/ 
produced by stooping forward under the 
special conditions indicated. 
With 


many other -varieties of the vertigo con- 
sequent upon heart weakness or cere- 
bral anosmia, observation or experience 
has made us all acquainted. We can- 
not, however, help thinking that the 
consequences of even partial compres- 
sion of veins of the neck, offering an 
obstacle to the return of blood from 
the head, with its important organs, 
are not BO well recognized. The pecu- 
liar, form—or, "more accurately, the 
•everal forms—of headach* distinctly 
caused in this way when the head u 
long bowed forward on the ohest, bend- 
ing the neck on itself, cannot fail to oc- 
cur to every one; nor will the high 
tension of the eyeball, the turgid and 
heavy eyelids, the snuffing nose, the 
deafness, with buzzing OK throbbing in 
the ears, the heavy breathing, and the 
puffed and perharps flushed or darkened 
color of the face, resulting from the 
obstructed venous circulation through 
the bended neck, be forgotten. 


There are other and more perilous, 


though secondary, effects of leaning 
forward, when the heart is weak or the 
blood-vessels are not so strong an they 
ought to be, which should not be over- 
looked. Beyond question the extra 
strain thrown upon the apparatus ol 
the circulation by anything that impedes 
the free passage of the' blood through 
almost any part of the venous system is 
more severe and dangerous than a 
physically equal strain thrown on tin 
arteries. At least this is so in adult 
life, and, without going further into 
details in connection with the modus 
operand! of the mischief to which w* 
point, it may be permissible to urge 
that the subject in one to which atten- 
tion may be usefully directed. 


The weakly and those who are not 


unlikely to havo hearts readily over- 
burdened and blood-vessels stretched 
beyond recovery, or even raptured, 
should be warned quite as earnestly 
against suddenly assuming, or too long 
retaining, any poituros which do—how- 
ever slightly and partially—impede 
the return of blood through the veins. 
We know how prolonged sitting may 
eanse the veins of the legs to distend 
and either give wav or permit the «• 
travasation of their contents. When 
this sort of thing happens, even though 
in trifling degree, in the case of vessels 
directly connected with such delicate 
Irgans aa the eye, the ear, and the 
brain, it is easy to see that the results 
may be very serious in then; character; 
and probably few postures commonly 
taken up by persons who lead some- 
what sedentary lives axe so prone to do 
mischief unnoticed as that of leaning 
forward as at work at a table which ii 
not sufficiently high to insure the head 
being so raised that the veins of the 
neck may not be in anv way compressed 
or the return of blood from the head 
embarrassed or delayed. We see rea- 
son to believe that if this apparently 
small matter were generally understood 
ihere would be fewer head and heart 
troubles, and wo will go so far as to 
say that some lives now lost would b> 
•avail 
'

DANGER OF STOOPING FOBWABD. 
CABKEB OF nAniUTAl SEVI. 


HMWJT «t the Value Mtoalah of tin Jew. ol

' Sabbatai Sevi was a Smyrniote Jew, 
born iu 1625, and We sou of a broker in 
that city; he was a clover youth and so 
well versed in the Cabala and other 
Jewish books that at the age of 18 ho 
was made a rabbi. Doubtless some ac- 
counts of the fifth-monarchy men, and 
the then ranch-accredited report that 
the Messiah was to reappear in lu'Uli,

reached Smyrna, and worked npun hit 
imagination so much that he decided t( 
make himself out to be that Messiah. 
and to assist his object he secretly 
caused . reports to be promulgated to 
the effect that a prophet would shortly 
appear who wouU rob the Sultan of his 
crown and restore again the kingdom ol 
Israel. When he thought that the right 
time had come, to the dismay of the 
8myrniote rabbis he pronounced the 
name "Jehovah" aloud in open'conclave, 
for which offense he was summoned be- 
fore a tribunal and coudeinned to die, 
bnt doubtless he had been prepared for 
this and had arrangements made for hia 
escape from Smyrna, and, with the one 
object in view, he went as a pilgrim to 
Egypt and Jerusalem, where he ohose 
as his Elijah one Nathan Benjamin, a 
man of ascetic life, who professed to see 
visions. Before retnrning to Smyrna 
he sent his attendant Nathan before 
him to prepare the way, and iu the ca- 
pacity of a second St. John the Baptist 
to announce that he was coming to de- 
liver men from the oppression of the 
Turks and to lead back the Jews to 
Palestine. Nathan did his work well, 
writing a circular letter addressed to 
the "Remnant of the Israelites, peace 
without end," the result being that in- 
tense" and mad excitement seized upon 
the Jews of that place. They nearly 
killed themselves with penances; they 
administered to one another thirty-nine 
lashes and tortures of all kinds; and an 
influential Jew, Fennia by name, whose 
daughter prophesied and wrought mir- 
acles assisted Nathan in his work of 
preparation. 


In due time Sabbatai Sevi landed at 
Smyrna, styling himself the "king ol 
kings," and so carried away were the 
people with his adroit eloquence that 
throne was set up for him in the syna- 
gogue and from Smyrna prophets were 
sent all over tho Turkish dominions to 
all the Jewish colonies to preach thai 
"the true Messiah of the race of David 
was come, and that to' him the crown 
and the kingdom was given.' At this 
juncture Sevi ventured to elect from 
among his trusted followers twelve 
princes, who were to act as generals to 
the twelve tribes on their journey back 
to their country, and, aa we know from 
English records, the report reached 
even as far as to onr shores, and that 
there was some talk of sending English 
ships to assist in the transport, and even 
tho skeptic Spinoza, from all he heard, 
was at one time inclined to waver iu hie 
disbelief. The scenes of frenzied ex- 
citement in Smyrna were intense; busi- 
ness was entirely suspended and gave 
place toeagnr,fanntical worship of Sevi; 
presents poured into him from all parts, 
until at length the Sultan was roused to 
action and summoned him to Adriano 
pie. The story of Sevi's interview with 
the Sultan is well-known, and how "the 
holy, noble, and divine Messiah" ww 
ordered by that potentate to choose be- 
tween three-things—either to work i 
miracle and thereliy prove hi? identity 
or to have three poisoned arrows shoe 
•t him by the Sultan himself, or to be 
come a Mohammedan. "I am a follower 
of Mohammed," replied Sovi to the 
test, and, turning to his followers, who 
were dismayed beyond measure at the 
collapse of their hero, h« added, "and 
no was numbered among the transgress 


Hsnunoth Turtle* and Their Eggs. 
Every few days there are greatgreen 
turtles landed at the wharf that have 
been taken in the Gulf of Mexico, and 
are soon put in a conspicuous place in 
the market, but there are few women 
who know they are still alive, as they 
lie perfectly motionless for hours at a 
time. Turtles often live a month after 
being canght without food or water, 
and do not appear to lose flesh or de- 
teriorate in flavor from their long fast. 
Turtle-fishers have several methods oi 
catching them, the most successful ol 
which is to watch the female when she 
comes ashore to deposit her eggs, when 
by simply turning them over on theit 
backs in the sand they are rendered 
helpless. The mother turtle exhibits • 
great deal of cunning in concealing the 
exact locality in which the eggs ant left, 
and will back around in several direc- 
tions, seeming to know by intuition 
that her unwieldy body makes deep 
tracks by which she can be easily fol- 
lowed. After the eggs.are laid she re* 
peats the same cautious maneuvers, and 
the ground for quite a distance around 
the eggs it a mass of deep tracks.

Then the 
shell is removed from the baek, the 
entrails cleaned, and the feet and cnri- 
ous| front fins are used in connection 
with the flesh for soup. An ordinary 
turtle weighs from seventy-five to one 
hundred pounds, and its moat will keep 
fresh for several days.—San Francisco 
Examiner.
